Vinegar 


INEGAR can be utillsed by the 

housewife in many ways. 

To remove grease stains from fur- 
niture, put two tublespoonsful of 
vinegar into a quart of water, and 
itpply with a soft cloth. 

Egg or tea stains on silver, which 
do net yield to ordinary treatment, 
may be-removed by a mixture of 
salt molstened with vinegar, ~ 

Potatoes which are petting ° old 
frequently take on a bruised ap- 
pearance while, cooking. If a des- 
sertspoonful of vinegar is added to 
the water they will retain their 
colour. 

In New Zealand kitchens steal is 
rubbed with equal parts of vinegar 
and olive oll, and allowed to stand 
for two hours before being cooked. 
This makes for tenderness, and brings 
out full Aavour. 

Meat washed in a mixture of vine- 
gar and water will keep fresh dur- 
ing the hottest weather, 

If a dessertspoonful of vinegar is 
added to the water for boiling eggs 
it will prevent them from cracking. 

At certain times of the year, eggs 
are scarce and expensive. Asa sub- 
stitute, when making enkes, vinegar 
may be used, Allow onc. teaspoon- 
ful for each egg. Cakes thus made 


will remain moist for,a long period.

Trains as Usual 


é Paris, Nov, 30. 

Early morning trains were run- 
ning as usual at three of the. prin- 
cipal Paris railway stations, Gare 
du Nord, Gare de Lest and Gore 
St. Lazare. The underground rail- 
way worked a reduced service al- 
though it was running normally on 
several lines, including that servingt 
the terminus of Porte Cllgnancourt, 
where soldiers were standing with 
fixed bayonets. 


Taxis were fairly numerous al- 
though most of them were driven 
by the owners. Street cleaning ser- 
vices functioned os usual and apart 
from the exceptional number of 
police in twos and threes and small 
xroups of Mobile Guards at strect 
corners or riding in lorries, Paris 
had an almost normal appearance. 


Judging from the position of re- 
ports so far recelved from the pro- 
vinces, the attempt to bring{ about a 
general stoppage has proved on com- 
nlete failure. The public suffered 
little discomfort and -‘}ife is com- 
guratively normal. In practically no 
branch of activity has the strike 
order been obeyed throughout the 
country. Many uvroups of workers 
who yesterday voted for the strike 
unexpectedly. turned-up this morning 
to carry on as usual. The firm mea- 
sures taken by the Government are 
regarded to be responsible for this 
change of attitude. 


As the result of a deeree brought 
into force by the Government yes- 
terday, the whole nation is place? 
virtually on a war time footing. 
Men with their Inbour and goo’s 
were requisitioned for civil as well 
as military purposes which means 
that everyone must carry on as 
Around Paris there are: 
40,000 troops, Mobile Guards and 
police, 


Indications point to normal or al- 
most normnl conditions in the hoz- 
oitels, water, gas, electricity, broasd- 
casting and telephone services, and 
in hotels, cafes, shons, banks and in- 
st'rance business.—Reuter. 


Depots Occupied 
Paris, Nov. 


Two bus depots were occupled_for 
five minutes by workers who resum- 
ed dutles after representations by 
Mobile Guards. Similar measures 
by the Guards ‘were successful in 
the case of ‘groups of employees 
who decided to adopt obstructiovict 
tactics, ;

Strike Broken 


Paris, Nov, 30. % 
At 11 a.m, the Labour Confedera- 
tlon headquarters | virtually admitted 
that the strike has broken down at 
least in Paris. Blame was Inld on the 
decrees requisitioning vital utilities 
and M, Daladier's strategy in rushing 
thourands of officers ‘to enforce the 
operation of normal rallway and 
other public utilities. 


The Ministry of Public Works sald |” 
that the strike was more effective in 
the mines; In any other Industry, 
however, it was claimed that only 
nn average of 30 per cent. had struck 
throughout the country. 


The Government declares that the 
strike hos failed and there have been 
wnorudic cases of violence as troops, 
Mobile Guards end police took over 
the public utilities. More than 200 
were urrested in the principal strike 
rentres of Valenciennes and Lyons. 
The strikera battled with the police, 
but there were no scrious casunities. |

especially with reference to ladies’ games.

On o Saturday afternoon, twelve to fourteen umpires have to 
be engaged for Iod:cs’ fixtures, and beliove me when J say-—and 
I am apeaking from experience—it is some job getting into touch 


with these officials. 


Should umpires be unsatisfactory 
us regards thelr decisions, ete., It is 
up to the captain of a team to lodge 
a complaint with the Sceretary of 
the HL. Ladies’ Hockey Association 
who, in turn, should drop a Ictter 
to the Secretary of -the Umpires 
Hockey Board, The Sceretary' of 
the Board will then deal with the 
umplre or umpires concerned, { 


My appeal therefore Is to players 
and captains of teams to appreciate 
the position of umpires: the less 
nald about spectators and critics the 
better. 


Many umpires officiating at local 
matches are not qualified, and it 
cannot always be sald that those 
who ure are perfect. Some are hawk- 
veyed and some cock-cycd, but it's no 
business of ours to criticise them in 
public, Not all players make good 
umplres, : 


HOW SIMPLE! 


Many times I have heard players 
remark "X Is a far better umpire 
than Y.") When questloned, they 
Will explain that X" seems to notice 
avery infringement—however small 
—whereas “Y" lety a lot zo by. How 
simplet 


To any keen watcher, “¥" nine 
times out of ten is by for the better 
umoire and the offending side— 
under his-able application of the 
advantage rule—merits and receives 
jue punishment for thelr infringe- 
ments, 

In hockey, as in other games, the 
umpire’s decision is final und it 
would be a grave error on the part 
of a governing body to over-rule the 
decision of an umpire on matters of 
(act. It would create a position 
which would become untenable and 
voluntary umpires would refuse to 
continue to officinte. The Ladies 
League has just commenced and’ I, 
for one, should hate to sce this hap- 
pen. 

Whether a decision by an umpire 
is yood'’or bad, it must remain Un- 
challenged.

ending August 31, 1938, have been 
in your hands for the prescribed

.slon take them on read. 

“We are very pleased to have Lady 
Northcote, our Palroness, with us 
to-day, especially as during the year 
under revicw this Institute finally 
came of age, on September 12, 1937, 
to be exact, and th’s mecting Js In tho 
nature of a birthday celebration, for 

. at the Ume of the actual date It was 
fclt that, with the Colony full of 
refugees and so many bly problems 
to face, it was not the time to make 
any big celebration, and so nothing 
wos done to mark the day. On 
January 22, 1914, Lady May, wife of 
Sir Henry May, then Governor of 
Hongkong, received o letter in which 
Mr, (later Sir) Ellis Kadoorie offered 
the sum of $15,000 or If need be 
$20,000 for the purpose of erecting o 
Hfostel or Women's Institute in the 
Colony, provided a similar sum 
could be ralsed within two years. 
This money was a free sift to Lady 
May to be used ns she dosired, with 
the single proviso that nny Institute 
yo formed should bear her name,

William Yinson Lee, the founder of 
the Y's Mcn's Movement of “Fellow- 
ship, Culture and Service’ In China, 
who has held this honourcd pos.uion 
continuously since 1024. r 

Mr. Lewis Mason is a native of I- 
Haing, Chekiang provinee, and a 
praduate of ‘Tsinghua and New York 
Universities, and received (training 
and had practical experience in the 
adverus.nj profession Jn the Unitid 
States. Returning to China twelve 
years ayo, he orgun.sed the Con- 
sohdatcd National Advertising Ccm~- 
pany, of which he is manager. | He 
was president of the Shangha, Y's 
Men's Club in 1936, and has been 
chairman of the Shanghai Y's Men's 
Free Baby Clinig, succeeding Mr, Yin- 
son Lee in 1935, This unstitaer has, 
durinys the ten years of its existence, 
attended to the needs. of 200,000 
visits by poor sick chJdren, render- 
Ing free medical service and supply- 
ing free medicine at the average rac 
of sixty per day, This notable worlc 
was curred on by the physician 
members cf the Shanghal Y's Men's 
Club, assisted by a number of lady 
doctors, all of whom ave ther ser~ 
vice without charge, The Shanghal 
Y'r Men's Club also cquipped and 
maintained two playgrounds for 
under-priviteged children in the 
poorer sections of the city. 

Since the war, the aclivities of 
that Club have been directed to- 
wards the maintenance of 100 beds 
In the Shanghal War Refugee Chil-

At a ceremony of consecration in St. John’s Cathedral yesterday 


' afternoon, the Rev. C. B. R. Sargent, \.A., former Hoadmaster of 


the Diocesan Boys’ School, assumed the solemn obligations of a 


‘bishop of the Anglican Church. 


in Fukien. i 
Among those present was tho 
Governor, Sir Geoffry Northcote. 
The consecration was  pertormed 
here Instead of in Foochow partly 
because many of the new Bishop's 
friends and old boys are here, and 


partly because of the diMculty of, 


travel to Foochow. It was an 
occasion which crowded the Cathe- 
dral to the doors, 

The clergy, people, and choir each 
had thelr part in the simple, im- 
pressive ceremony. The Rt. Rev 
F. L, Norris, Bishop !n- North China 
and President of the House of 
Bishops, presided, and was supported 
by the Rt. Rev. J. Hind, Bishop in 
Fuklen, the Rt. Rev. R. O. Hal, 
Bishop of Hongkong, the Rt. Rev. 
D, T. Huntington, Bishop in Anking, 
the Rt. Rev. T. A. Scott, Bishop in 
Shantung; the Rt. Rev. Mok Tsau- 
tsang, Bishop of Canton; the Rt. Rev. 
F, Houghton, Bishop in Eastern Szc- 
chuen, and the Rt. Rev. W. P. 
Roberts, Bishop of Shanghai. Clergy 
of the dloceses attended the bishops, 

The candidate’s voluntary declara- 
tion of fajth and of his appreciation 
of his duttes as a bishop, his being 
clothed with the episcopal habit in 
token of his Investiture in his new 
oMmce, and his recelpt of the bencdic- 
tlon of the bishops In the laying on 
of hands, were solemn moments in 
the ritual of consecration. His 
consecration over, the new Bishop 
jolned with the congregation In the 
Communion service. 

Occasional Sermon 

The Occasionnl Sermon was 
preached by the present Bishop in 
Fulien, the Rt. Rev. J. Hind. F'rst 
‘remarking that Fukien was the 
daughter diocese of Hongkong and 
that there were many intimate links 
binding the two dioceses together, he 
recalled that he himself was ordained 
priest in St, John's Cathedral on St. 
Matthew's Day 1903, by Bishop 
Joseph Charles Houre, 

Iiis sermon, in purt, 
fullows: . 

This sexvice has a double signl- 
Aeance, [t is first the culminatloa 
of some muaths ef heurt-scarching 
preparation on the part of our 
brother now to be conscerated. 
Convinced that God has called him, 
and trusting in God's wisdom and 
newer rlone, he Is ready to take this 
step which will give him a lites 
lon commission of leadership in the 
Chureh of God. Secondly, this 
Service is the beginning of a long and 
continuous process of consccration, 
which must characterize his future 
tabours. 

Both of these aspects of consecra- 
ton are symbolized und set forth In 
{he service In which we are now 
privileged to take part. Muy God 
grant His abundant grace to this our 
brother that, in all his future 
ministry and by reason of his con- 
secration, he may be able to manifest 
the power of God, the wisdom of 
God, and the love of God. 

In order to understand this service 
fully, tt Is necessary that we. should 
conaider what Is required of Bishops. 
The standard text-books on this sub- 
ject are of course the Pastoral 
Enistics of St, Paul. There a.num- 
ber of instructions are set forth, 
some of thtm in considerable detail, 
which the prospective Bishop cannot 
afford to neglecti—"Be thou an 
example of the believers {n word, jn 
conversation, In charity, in spirit, in 
faith, in purity.” “Mediate upon 
these things.” 
that is in thee,” “Reprove, rebuke, 
exhort with all long-suffering.” 
"Rebuke not an elder, but intreat him 
a3 a father.” “Lay hands suddenly 
on no man.” “Keep thyself pure.” 
“Follow after ‘righteousness, godil- 
ness, faith, love, patience.” “Fight 
the good fight of faith.” Endure 
hardness as « good soldier.” And 
£0 On, very many precepts which will 
bear much study and meditation and 
all of deep importance to the Office. 

But these Epistles were written 
long ogo and In vastly different cir- 
cumstances from .ours, can we £0 
further and seek to find out how 
these instructions apply in these 
latter days nnd to the work of the 
Church {nm China? I would sect out 
the demand which the Chinese 
Church makes on its bishops under 
three heads. And in doing so I have 
te confess that I feel how very far 
short I myself have come of reaching 
even my own Ideals for my Ministry. 

First, the Bishop must be a leader 
of the devotional life of the Church. 
T think {t Is true to say that worship 
and contemplation do not come 
easily to .the average Chinese man 
und woman. In this respect they are 
very unlike thelr Indian brothers 
and sisters. Nevertheless there is 
omple evidence that they do respond 
‘o such leadership and assistance os 
one is able to offer them In these 
things.. How constant and rigorous 
must our discipline of ourselves. be 
in our own devotional life if we 
are to bo able to lend others to 
understand the ‘meaning of worship 
and of prayer. China at the present 
moment is producing many youn 
evangelists full of enthusiasm and, 
on the whole, well instructed in the 
Christian falth and In Holy Scripture, 
Wherever they go-they are able to 
attract crowds to the mectings. 
Sometimes special matsheds have to 
be erected capable of accommodating 
several thousands of people, who are 
content, in order to bo sure of a 
iy a there for the grenter part 
of the day. est 

The experience of having the 
emotlons stirred by these enthusias- 
tie Ing preachers Is one which the 
mnjority of Chinese Christians seem 
to enjoy, and they are rea

every opportunity. But Js not thia 
Q positive danger unless accompanicd 
by a discipline of worship, devotion, 
ond service? I have little hesitation 
in saying that the greatest necd of 
the Church Jn China to-day Is train- 


ing in worship and prayer, training | th 


in the use of the means of grace 
which the Church so bountifully 
provides, and training in sacrificial 
service. The fact that many pcople 
will stay away. from the regular 
ministrations of the Church in order 
to attend these preaching mectings 
need not be attributed to fauk in 
themselves, it Is rather due to Inck 
of understanding of, and of training 
in, worship and prayer, both cor- 
porate and private. 

The duty of training the Church fn 
these things falls upon all the 
Church's mintsters, ond, indeed, on 
the carnest laity as well, but the 
bishop as pastor pastorum has surely 
n special responsibility, Direct 
fellowship with God fs the privilege; 
of every Christian. It Js not 
suMcient that they have fellowship 
with the Church nor with = thelr 
bishop, both the bishop and the 
church which he serves can dis- 
charge their responsibilities only by 
leuding men and women into per- 
sonal intimate fellowship with God. 

Intolcrable Customs 

Second, the bishop must be on up- 
holder of moral standards, 

Assimilation by one’s environment 
is a danger, to which we are ail 
exposed. It fs said that the results 
of carly Christian miss!onary efforts 
In Chinn perished through — this 
cnuse, 

There are certain customs con- 
sidered perfectly respectable in’ Chi- 
nese society which cannot be 
tolerated in the . Christian Church; 
for cxumple, early betrothal and 
marriage, polyfamy, und slavery, 
und besides such things there also 
exist in the non-Christian environ 
ment many customs which are re- 
connised as disreputable, und to 
which the members are constantly 
exposed, and therefore casily prone. 
I fee) that Just here Hes the greatest 
danger to the Ufe of the young 
Church, That Church’s days are 
numbered which tolerates inter- 
marriage with non-Christians or 
compromises with the Impurities 
which charneterise its environment. 

Thirdly, the bishop must by word 
ond deed set forth the unity of the 
Christian Church. I have no hestita- 
tion In soying that the greatest necd 
of the world at large is to realze 
the unlty of the Christian Church. 
The Church-is one and indivisible. 
The apparent divisions are quite un- 
real. They only exist in men’s 
minds. It is Uttle short of 
blasphemy even to speak of the 
Church as_ divided. Yet — those 
apparent divisions do affect its wit- 
ness, A divided witness to Christ 
cun never heal the divisions between 
man ond man, between nation and 
nation, which are so greatly troubl- 
Ing the world at this time, There 
are ample signs that the world is 
waiting for the united witness of the 
whole Church of God. If we believe 
in God at all we must be convineed 
that the message of H!s Love pro- 
elnimed with one heart and one voice 
by the whole Church would assuredly 
heal the Ills which disturb the peace 
of the world to-day. Al that ts 
tecded to demonstrate the Church's 
unity to a world that so greatly 
needs it is that we frankly and joy- 
fully recognise one another—one 
another’s members, one another's 
ai.nisiies, one another's sacraments, 

Here, those of us who are bishops 
have an unique opportunity of 
exercising our ministry of reconcllia- 
tlon, not In our own dioceses merely, 
nor only in cur own communion, but 
through at the whole Church of God 
ond towards the whole world. 

t was God's love which broke 
down the barrier between Jew ond 
Gentile, and God's . love, radiating 
through consecrated personalities, 
can still break down all barriers— 
personal, national, ecclesiastical. I£ 
consecration means anything {t sure- 
ly means the becoming an instrument 
of God's love for just such n task 
as this, 

Though I have divided the demand 
which the Church makes cn its 
bishop under three heads, surely they 
form but one task: 

_,_ Fellowship with God through wor- 
ship and prayer; 

Separation from the world (that 
is, in the world but not of it); 

Unity within the Church. 

These together form the single and 
indivisible goal towards which the 
Church should be travelling under 
the leadership of those who are 
called to its highest offices.

QNE of the most extraordinary 
| cases in the history of old 
j Hongkong was the strange story 

of an English soldier, Thomas 

Banbury, who during the later 

’sixtics carned an unenviable re- 

putation as the "Hermit of the 

Hills." oye 


- Mr. Thomas Banbury was a 
private in the 20th Regiment 
which was stationed in the 
Colony during the year 1867. 
Very little is known of him pre- 
vious to his enlistment, but it 
was-said that he was about 29 
years of age, a native of the 
west of England, and had served 
in the army for a number of 
years, Unfortunately, th 
young man bore a bad character 
in his regiment, and his sojourn 
in Hongkong seemed rather to 
aggravate his determination to 
resist ‘military discipline, As 
might have been expected, he 
suddenly determined on “taking 
French leave” and in January, 
1867, he was reported missing. 

+ +> > | 

HS disappearance was so cum- 

plete that: the authorities 
were mystified, and it was 
thought that he had succeeded 
in escaping by boat from the 
Islind, or, unfortunately had 
met with foul play and had been 
drowned or murdered. he 
military command held to the 
Jatter view, and their surprise 
can be imagined when nearly 
two months later, a party of 
police combing the hills for 
suspicious characters stumbled 
upon a curious little rocky cave 


or stone-hut on a hillside not far 
from Shaukiwan. | 


In the cavern, which actually 
consisted of a sort of hollow 
under the sheltering expanse of 
three huge boulders they came 
upon the deserter Banbury. He 
was “living,” as the local press 
of that time recorded, “a sort of 
Robinson Crusoe life in the so- 
litude of the rocky hills, far re- 
moved from any pathway, and 
overlooking the Aberdeen side 
of the Island. Even the real 
hero of Defoe's tale could not 
have found such a snug little 
place, as comfortable as nature 
and invention could*made it. 


The place was about six fect 
square, and was lined inside with 
Chinese thatch, and amply car- 
peted with a thick layer of dricd 
leaves. Nor was this hermit 
lacking “in the good things of 
this life’; for ihis larder was 
well provisioned with various 
kinds of “chow”: beef, potatoes, 
fowl, and other delicacies “too 
numcrous to. mention.” This 


a situation which was both 
dangerous and open to all kinds 
of repercussions, : 
There is no question but that 
the situation was; replete with 
far-reaching possibilities, for it 
is not conceivable that the 
British authorities could have 
maintained the harmonious re- 
lations which, both sides have 
been careful to make clear, 
remained even after the border’ 
incidents last Saturday. — ; 
It is hard to seo how further 
incidents could have been avoid- 
ed if the Japanese had proceed- 
ed with their intention to enter 
Shataukok. The topography. of 
the attrrounding country was 
such that violation of British 
territory could hardly have beert

sidents of Chinese squatter huts, 
a number of women came for- 
ward with serious charges 
against him. 

Upon this, he was arraigned 
at the Magistracy on Charges of 
criminal assault, and his trial 
set for the April 26 Criminal 
Sessions. When this date ar- 
rived, it was revealed by the At- 
torney General that Banbury 
was still too ill to be permitted 
to attend Court, and according. 
ly he was remanded over to tho 
next month’s sessions. How- 
ever, when the time for his trial 
came at the May Sessions, none 
of the Chinese women who were 
to testify against him, was pre- 
sent in Court, and he was ac- 
cordingly discharged by Pro. 
clamation. 

One may wonder why he was 
not prosecuted on the churge ot 
desertion from the army, but 
that was apparently allowed to 
lapse. The reason for this has 
never been revealed. In any | 
case, Banbury was released, and 
nothing more was heard of him 
for several months. In the 
meantime, he had reverted to 
hig ‘“cave-man"” mode of uxist- 
ence, and unfortunately, too, 
rumours of his bestial actions 
became increasingly frequent. 

At length, it was decided to 
scour the hills in an effort to 
bring him to justice. Parties of 
police stalked through - the 
underbrush and searched every 
known retreat in the rugged 
hillsides of the Colony, but Ban- 
bury was not to be found. Final- 
ly, on November 2, 1867, the 
miscreant’ was caught by a 
group of Chinese stone-masong 
in ‘the vicinity of Shaukiwan, 
and severely manhandled before 
he was rescued by the police. 

+ + + 
[HE local press in alluding to 
the facts of his capture spoke 
of it in the following terms: 

“The ‘Hermit’ is again in the 
‘custody of the police. He was 
brought in to-day, in a wretched 
condition, with a wound on his 
head which he said had been in- 
flicted by a Chinese inan en- 
deavour to capture him.” 

His trial in the Criminal Ses- 
sions of November 26, 1867, was 
regarded with the greatest at- 
tention; for upon being con- 
fronted with the two principal 
witnesses—on . old Chinese 
grandmother of nearly sixty, 
and a young girl of barely four- 
teen—he broke down and con- 
feased.~ Strangely enough, how- 
ever, in view of tho sordid’ de- 
tails of tho caso, he was given by 
the Chief, Justice, Sir. John 
Smale, a sentence which a “hard- 
boiled” character ‘liko Banbury 
must. have regarded a5 -a nico 
little vacation—two years. in 
Victoria -Gnol. After this, he 
passed out of the Hmelight, and 
nothing is known’ of' his later 
Ufe;but™ hd is’ to’ this- day ro- 
membered ds.

In practically no 
branch of activity has the strike 
order been obeyed throughout the 
country. Many groups of workers 
who yesterday voted for the strike 
unexpectedsy turned up this morning 
‘o curry on as usual, The firm mea- 
sures taken by the Government are 
regarded to be responsible for this 
change of attitude, 


As the result of a decree brought 
Into force by the Government yes- 
terday, the whole nation fs placed 
virtually on a war time footing. 
Men with their Jabour and _goodr 
were requisitioned for clvil as well 
ns military purposes which means 
that everyone must carry on as 
ususl, Around Paris there re 
46,000, troops, Mobile Guards and 
police,

Hermit of |

QNE of the most extraordinary 

cases in the history’ of old 
Hongkong was the strange story 
of an English soldicr, Thomas 
Banbury, who during the later 
‘sixties earned an unenviable re- 
putation as the “Hermit of the 
Hills.” 


Mr. Thomas Banbury was a 
Private in the 20th Reyriment 
which was stationed in the 
Colony during the year 1867. 
Very little is known of him pre- 
vious {o his enlistment, but it 
was said that he was about 29 
years of age, a native ‘of the 
west of England, and had served 
in the army for a number of 
years. Unfortunately, the 
young ‘man bore a bad character 
in his regiment, and his sojourn 
in Hongkong seemed rather to 
aggravate his determination to” 
resist military discipline. As 
might have been expected, he 
suddenly determined on “taking 
French leave’ and in January, 
1867, he was reported missing. 


+ $. + 

IS disappearance was so com- 
_ plete that the authorities 
were mystified, and it was 
thought that he had succeeded 
in escaping by boat from the 
Island, or, unfortunately had 
met with foul play and had been 
drowried or murdered. ‘The 
military command held to the 
latter view, and their surprise 
can be imagined when nearly 
two months later, a party of 
police combing the hills for 
suspicious characters stumbled 
upon a curious little rocky cave 
or stone-hut on a hillside not far 
from Shaukiwan. 


In the cavern, which actually 

consisted of a sort of hollow 
under the sheltering expanse of 
three huge boulders they came 
| upon the deserter Banbury. He 
twas “living,” as the local press 
Jof that time recorded, “a sort of 
Robinson Crusoe ‘life in the so- 
litude of the rocky hills, far re- 
moved from any pathway, and 
overlooking the Aberdeen side 
of the Island. Even the real 
hero of Defoe’s tale could not 
have found such a snug little 
place, as comfortable as nature 
and invention could made it. 


. The place was about six fect 
square, and was lined inside with 
Chinese.thatch, and amply car- 
peted with a thick Jayer of dried 
leaves. Nor was this hermit 
Jacking ‘in the good things of 
this life’; for his larder was 
well provisioned with various 
kinds of “chow’: beef, potatoes, 
fowl, and other delicacies “too 
numcrous to. mention.” This

There is no question but that 
the situation was replete’ with 
far-reaching possibilities, for it 
is not conceivable that the 
British authorities could have 
maintained the harmonious re- 
lations which, both sides have 
been careful to make clear, 
remained even after the border 
incidents last Saturday. 

It Is hard to see how further 
incidents could have been avoid- 
ed if the Japanese. had proceed- 
ed with their intention to enter 
Shataukok.

Once may wonder why he was 
not prosecuted on the charge ot 
desertion from the army, but 
trat was apparently allowed to 
lapse. The reason for this has{ 
never been revealed. In’ any 
ease, Banbury was released, and | 
nothing more was heard of him 
for several months. In the 
meantime, he had reverted to 
his “cave-man” mode of exist 
ence, und unfortunately, too, 
rumours of his bestial actions 
became increasingly frequent. 

At length, it was decided to 
scour the hills in an effort to 
bring him to justice. Parties of 
police stalked through the 
underbrush and scarched every 
known retreat in the rugged 
hillsides of the Colony, but. Ban- 
bury was not to be found. Final- 
ly, on November 2, 1867, the 
miscreant was caught by a 
group of Chinese stone-masons 
in the vicinity of Shaukiwan, 
and severely manhandled before 
he was rescued by the police. 


+ + 
THE local press in alluding to 
the facts of his capture spoke 
of it in the following terms: 
“The ‘Hermil’ is again in the 
custody of the police. He was 
brought in to-day, in a wretched 
condition, with a wound on his 
head which he said had been in- 
flicted by a Chinese in an en- 
deavour to capture him.” | 
His trial in the’ Criminal Ses- 
sions of November 26, 1867, was 
regarded with the greatest at- 
tention; for upon being con- 
fronted with the two principal 
witnesses—aon old Chinese 
grandmother of nearly . sixty, 
and a young girl of barely four- 
teen—-he_ broke down and con- 
fessed. Strangely enough, how- 
ever, in view of the sordid de- 
tails of the case, hie was-given by 
the Chicf Justice, Sir John 
Smale, e sentence which a “hard- 
boiled” character Ike Banbury 
must have regarded ds- @ nico
